SELECTMEN’S REPORT 


The reappraisal of the town by the State Tax Commission has 
been completed and has achieved the hoped for effect of reducing 
the tax rate and increasing the tax revenue from Public Utilities 
and State owned land and distributing the tax burden more fairly. 
You will note that the total valuation increased from $3,826,756 to 
$6,243,140. 

Last year the Selectmen expressed their regret on the passing of 

Tracy Eaton. This year we express our concern over the impact 
on the town of the sale of the Eaton property. This event signals 
‘the beginning of major changes in the character of the Town of 
Mason since this property will almost certainly be developed. 
_- Under the existing ordinances the property can be divided into 
as many as 130 three acre homesites and could more than double 
the number of school children which must be educated at the ex- 
pense of the taxpayer. 

We think we are fortunate in being offered an alternate choice. 
Mr. Kent Locke has requested that the town grant the necessary 
approvals to permit the development of this property as a recrea- 
tional area consisting primarily of vacation homes. While there 
will certainly be an increase in the number of school children, the 
increase should be proportionally small. Mr. Locke has an excel- 
lent reputation in recreational development and has proposed an 
architecturally pleasing grouping of condominiums and town houses 
at an estimated market value of 5,800,000 just short of the current 
total valuation of the town. If this is permitted and completed as 
planned with a drop in the ratio of school children the tax burden 
on the towns people could again be substantially reduced. . The al- 
ternative of taking no action or refusing the changes in the ordi- 
nance requested will almost as certainly lead to spiralling costs of 
education and higher taxes. 

With the close supervision of the Selectmen and the Planning 
Board, this should be a sound investment in our future.

TOWN WARRANT 
State of New Hampshire 


To the inhabitants of the Town of Mason in the County of Hills- 
borough in said State, qualified to vote in Town Affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall in said Mason 
on Tuesday, the 6th day of March, next, at two of the clock in the 
afternoon, then and there, to bring in your ballots for the follow- 


ing: 


ARTICLE 1. Selectman for three years; and Selectman for 
one year. 


ARTICLE 2. 

Are you in favor of amending the Mason Planning Ordinance, as 
proposed by the Mason Planning Board, in order to ban mobile 
homes. A “yes” vote means further mobile homes will be banned. 
A “no” vote means mobile homes will continue to be allowed to lo- 
cate in Mason. 


PROPOSED AMENDMENTS TO THE MASON 
PLANNING ORDINANCE, 1967 


AMEND Article IV, Section M (General Provisions) 
by deleting the entire section and substituting the fol- 
lowing: 

No mobile home or travel trailer designed and intended for resi- 
dential purposes shall be permitted within the confines of the Town 
of Mason. Travel trailers may be stored or parked during periods 
of non-use on the premises of the owner. Any property owner of 
leasee may accomodate one travel trailer of a non-paying guest for 
a period not exceeding ninety days in any one year. 


AMEND Article IV, Section G (General Provisions) to read: 
No privy, septic tank, or any portion of a sewerage disposal area 
shall be constructed or maintained less than 75 feet from the edge 
of a public water body; from a well, from a building or dwelling, 
other than that to which it is appurtenant. 
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AMEND Article V. Section B-2 (GRAF District) by omitting the 
following: , 
‘2. Mobile home (not a trailer)” and by re-numbering the consecu- 
tive paragraphs thereafter. 


AMEND Article V, Section B-4 (GRAF District) to read: 
Frontage and lot area. The minimum lot area shall be 132,000 
sq. {t. per dwelling and the minimum frontage shall be 250 sq. ft. 


AMEND Article XIV, Section A-11 (Definitions) by substituting 
for the definition of mobile homes the following: 
Mobile home in any vehicle used, or so originally constructed as to 
permit it being transported upon the public highways and duly 
licensable as much and constructed in such a manner as will permit 
occupancy thereof as a dwelling or sleeping place for one or more 
persons, and provided with a toilet and bath tub or shower. 


AMEND Article XIV, Section A-17 to read: Structure-anything 
constructed or erected, the uses of which require location on the 
ground and includes a building or sign.” 


AMEND Article XIV, Section A-22 to read: Travel trailer-is a 
vehicle designed for temporary recreational use and is not intended 
for residential purposes.

AFTERNOON OF THE SAME DAY AT THE SAME PLACE 

- TO ACT UPON THE FOLLOWING SUBJECTS: 


ARTICLE 3. To. choose all necessary Town Officers for the 


ensuing year. 


ARTICLE 4. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary 
to defray town charges for the ensuing year and make appropria- 
tions of the same. 


ARTICLE _ 5. To see if the town will authorize the Selectmen 
and Town Treasurer to borrow money in anticipation of taxes. 
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ARTICLE 6. To see if the town will raise and appropriate the 
sum of $2,000 to pay the balance of the costs of reappraisal and $750 
to cover the costs of making the necessary adjustments in 1973, or 
take any other action pertaining thereto. 


ARTICLE 7. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $1.00 per capita, amounting to $550 for the sup- 
port of the Souhegan Valley Ambulance District Service or take 
any action thereon. 


ARTICLE 8. To see if the town will raise and appropriate the 
sum of $5000 toward the purchase of fire apparatus and equipment, 
as voted at the 1972 Town Meeting, or take any other action per- 
taining thereto. 


ARTICLE 9. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $389.64 as the town’s share for the studies and 
operation of the Southwestern New Hampshire Regional Planning 
Commission. 


ARTICLE 10. To see if the town will vote to designate the fol- 
lowing roads as “scenic” under the provisions of RSA 253:17 & 18 
for the purposes of protecting and enhancing the scenic beauty of 
Mason, or take any other action pertaining thereto: 


Darling Hill Road 
Cascade Road 
Old Ashby Road 


ARTICLE 11. To see if the town will raise and appropriate the 
sum of $350 to replace the cap stones on the Town Pound. 
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ARTICLE 12. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $626 from the town’s general revenue sharing 
fund, as the town’s share of the Meals-on-Wheels program, spon- 
sored by the Community Action Committee for Hillsborough Coun- 
ty. This program will provide 2 home delivered meals, 5 days a 
week, to homebound elderly and those non-elderly recuperating 
from illnesses. Additionally, social contact, referral and emergency 
transportation will be provided for those participating in the pro- 
.gram. This request for financial support is based on a formula that 
takes into consideration the elderly population of the town and the 
town’s share of revenue sharing funds. 


ARTICLE 13. To see if the town will vote to sell the V.F.W. lot 
to Mr. and Mrs. Charles Temple for $1.00 at no cost to the town or 
take any action relative thereto. 


ARTICLE 14. To see if the town will vote to adopt a depart- 
ment to be called, Mason Department of Public Works, that will 
include town roads, parks, playgrounds, cemeteries and town dump, 
or take any action relative thereto. 


ARTICLE 15. To see if the town will allow an increase in sala- 
ries for the Board of Selectmen or take any action relative thereto. 


ARTICLE 16. Too see if the town will vote to adopt the Pro- 
visions of the Municipal Budget Law, under Chapter 32, or take 
any action relative thereto, to be a six member board (board said 
to be elected at Town Meeting. ) 


ARTICLE 17. To see if the town will vote to adopt and establish 
a Capital Reserve Fund under Chapter 35 of the State Laws, or 
take action relative thereto. 7 


ARTICLE 18. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
‘priate a sum of $5,000 for the Capital Reserve Fund, or take any 
action relative thereto. 
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ARTICLE 19. To see if the town will vote to authorize with- 
drawal from the Revenue Sharing Fund established under the pro- 
visions of the State and Local Assistance Act of 1972 for use as set- 
offs against budget appropriations in the amount indicated; and, 
further to authorize the Selectmen to make pro-rata changes in the 
amounts if estimated entitlements are less or more or take any other 
action hereon:

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REPORT OF THE HIGHWAY DEPT. 


The following is a summary of work done during 1972: 

In the spring, 2,384 yards of gravel were put on the roads in mud 
spots. Most roads were graded in the spring and fall, some roads 
were too muddy to grade. 

Replaced one new culvert on Pratt Pond Rd. Relaid one culvert 
on Batchelder Rd. Put one new culvert in on Brookline Rd. and 
relaid one. 

Rebuilt bridge on Withee Brook Rd. 

Cleaned gutters and lowered shoulders on Wilton Rd. and Brook- 
line Rd. 

Removed trees and cleaned gravel pit on Baldwin Lot so the town 
would not have to pay for gravel and sand used on roads. 

About 30 tons of cold patch was used during the summer. 

Some 1,500 yards of sand was screened and stockpiled for oiling 
roads and sanding winter roads. 

Duncan money was used on Meeting House Hill Rd. .7 mile 
scarified, 4 culverts relaid and lengthened, road widened, some 3,000 
yards of gravel used, oiled and sealed, 10,922 gallons of oil used. 

Old County Rd. and Starch Mill Rd. from Brookline to Russell 
Rd., 1.6 miles was sealed with 4,692 gallons of oil used. 

The large culvert on Walker Brook Rd. was put in with T.R.A. 
money. 

Work continues on the Five Year Road Improvement Plan.

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REPORT OF THE FIRE DEPARTMENT — 1972 


We find ourselves again indebted to Don Armington and the 
young men and women in the Mason Youth Corps. A great deal 
of work has been done in the station by this group that the men of 
the Department would not have had the time to do. 

At the 1972 meeting, the Town authorized the purchase of Ma- 
son’s first new piece of fire apparatus. This is certainly a step for- 
ward for the Town and will result in considerable savings for many 
persons on their insurance premiums, and will provide quicker re- 
sponse to any emergency throughout the Town. As of this writing, 
the chassis has been ordered and delivery of the truck is expected 
in July. 

A new training schedule was started the end of 1972. The De- 
partment business meeting is held the first Thursday of the month; 
an evening training meeting is held on the third Thursday of each 
month, another training meeting on the following Sunday. One 
weekday daytime drill is also held. This is two more training ses- 
sions per month than previously. | 

Number of personnel available for daytime fires has improved 
considerably with the addition of new men to the Department, 
many of whom are available during the daylight hours. We still 
have four vacancies at this time and would welcome interested per- 
sons at any meeting. 

Members of the Department attended Fire Schools at Fitzwilliam, 
Gilford, and the Fire Officers’ Seminar at Laconia. 

We wish to thank the neighboring communities for Mutual Aid 
assistance during the year.

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Fire Warden’s Report 


In New Hampshire, forest fire control is a cooperative State-town 
program. The Town Forest Fire Warden, appointed by the Director, 
Division of Resources Development upon recommendation of the 
Selectmen and the State’s District Forest Fire Chief is responsible 
for fire suppression and other related duties. The State shares equally 
with the town in the cost of most forest fires, except illegal and 
careless fires, which are charged to the responsible party. The State 
further provides fire detection services, prevention programs, fire 
training for town wardens and crews, and back up equipment for 
fire suppression. 

By authority of the State, the Town Forest Fire Warden controls 
all outside burning in his town except backyard cooking fires. Any 
person wishing to kindle a fire when the ground is not covered with 
snow must obtain a fire permit, free of cost, from the Town Forest 
Fire Warden. No permits will be issued for fires between 9:00 a. m. 
and 5:00 p. m. unless it is raining, except for commercial purposes. 

Please be careful when using fire, remember it can be an extremely 
useful tool when under control but once allowed to run wild it can 
become a disastrous and devastating force. Only you can prevent a 
forest fire.

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REPORT OF THE CIVIL DEFENSE DIRECTOR 
Annual Report (1972) 


A new set of annexes to the Mason Civil Defense Basic Emergen- 
cy Plan has been distributed to volunteers responsible for maintain- 
ing these annexes. It would be advantageous to the town if these 
annexes were completed and returned to the Civil Defense Director 
as soon as possible. Preparation of an overall Basic Emergency Plan 
is the primary prerequisite for the town to receive surplus equip- 
ment from the State and Federal Civil Defense Agencies. 

A surplus Army truck (2% ton) has been obtained for the town. 
This vehicle will be utilized for road work as necessary. A request 
has also been forwarded for a grader and a pay-loader.

REPORT OF THE PLANNING BOARD 


The Planning Board has had another busy year. Acting as a 
legislative body for review and modification of the town’s Planning 
Ordinance and Sub-Division Regulations the Board arranged hear- 
ings and presented ordinance changes to the town. This year the 
Planning Board has considered and the Town has resolved questions 
on the Historic District Commission, licensing for change in existing 
septic systems and standards for driveways entering town roads. The 
driveway standards were approved by the town. 

Ordinance changes involving banning of mobile homes are not 
resolved at this time. In the process of considering this item the 
Planning Board has met with the Chairman of the Mobile Home 
Association ad held four public hearings. The ordinance changes 
proposed by the Locke Associates concerning the development of 
the Tracy Eaton Property are also under consideration by the town 
at this time. 

During the year the Planning Board approved three sub-divisions 
of land totaling 49,784 acres. The parcels approved were: REF Vol. 
1577/57 (Portion) owned by Robert G. Marshall and bounded by 
Jackson Road, Townsend Road, Land of Potter, Land of Marshall; 
approved 8-8-72 as two lots, one 5.15 acres and one of 5.13 acres. 

2) File number 99-53 owned by Anne Warren and bounded by

Campbell Mill Road, Land of O’Donnell, Land of Smith and Gailey, 
and Land of Dunn; approved 9-8-72 as 5.49 acres. 

3) File number 863-2 owned by Morgan Acres Inc. and bounded 
by ‘Townsend Road, Land of Richards, Land of Paron, Land of 
Adams and Depot Road; approved 9-29-72 as 34.014 acres. 

In addition the Board approved plans for one parcel of land which 
did not involve sub-division; File number 496-3 owned by Jane Don- 
ovan and bounded by Nutting Hill Road, Batchelder Road, Pratt 
Pond Road, Mason-Greenville Road and Mason town line; the plans 
were approved 12-28-72 for 127 (plus - minus) acres. 

Planning Board members have attended regional meetings on 
solid waste disposal and impact zoning. In October James Martin 
joined the Board replacing Anneliese LeTarte and Henry Abbott re- 
placed Bowman Stone as ex-officio member of the Board represent- 
ing the Selectmen. We also added a secretary, Virginia Abbott, to 
help us organize and maintain our records.

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REPORT OF THE 
FINANCIAL ADVISORY COMMITTEE 


The Committee, with its new member, Mr. Donald Armington, 
who replaced Mr. Lofquist when he moved to Greenville, met with 
the Selectmen on January 16, 1973 to consider Budget and Warrant 
articles prior to publication in the Town Report. 


The items which changed from the previous year and were dis- 
cussed are commented on below: 


1. An increase of $500.00 in the amount requested for “Town 
Officers Expenses” was approved in light of the overexpenditure 
last year due largely to further increases in clerical costs and higher 
printing charges for the “Town Report”. 

2. “Election and Registration Expenses” were reduced by 
$100.00 due to 1973 being an off year for State and National Elec- 
tions. 

3. Although $900.00 was requested for the “Town Hall” over 
last year’s budgeted figure, the Committee felt that $700.00 would 
adequately provide for new Fireproof Stage Curtains with a proper 
traverse system. 

4. A $400.00 increase in “Retirement and Social Security” pro- 
vides for the higher rates effective January 1, 1973. 

5. The “Fire Department” felt that a total figure of $2,600.00 
was needed from the Town in addition to monies raised by the De- 
partment on its own in order to take care of increased operating 
costs as well as additional training necessary in connection with the 
new truck coming this year. 

6. Additions to “Insurance” were needed in order to cover the 
Fire House and Town Hall at more realistic levels. 

7. The Planning Board requested $100.00 more to cover added 
secretarial costs for what they expect to be a very active year. 

8. Legal expenses were held at $500.00 although it was felt that 
they might be materially higher before the year was out. 

9. No money was spent for Civil Defense last year. Possibly the 
Town will choose to vote down $100 provided for that purpose. 

10. The ‘Summer’ and ‘Winter’ roads figures remain constant. 
The Selectmen wish to point out however that considerable other 
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monies are made available to the Town and expended for roads. 
They list these figures under ‘Highway and Bridges’ as a new feature 
of the Town budget. 

11. The increase in “Monadnock Visiting Nurses Association” 
changes according to application of a standard formula. 

12. With an ample amount in the Cemetery Lot fund and con- 
siderable interest available from the Perpetual Care Fund, it was 
felt that $300.00 was again sufficient to appropriate for “Cemete- 
ete 

It was noted during the discussion that Mason’s part of ‘Revenue 
Sharing’ would be some $2,200.00. 

The net valuation of the Town has increased due to the State 
Reevaluation from $3,777,000.00 to what the Selectmen esimate to 
be in the neighborhood of $6,000,000.00. 

The ‘School’ budget is not available but if it does not increase ma- 
terially the Mason tax rate should be close to last year’s figure.

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CONSERVATION COMMISSION 
Annual Report (1972) 


Meetings are held the second Monday of each month at the town 
hall at 8:00 P.M. All meetings are open and the commission extends 
an invitation to all interested in conservation and/or having a con- 
servation problem to attend. 

Last year a budget request of $1,000.00 was presented and passed 
on the supposition that the Spaulding-Potter Charitable Trust Fund 
“one for two” matching grant program would increase the commis- 
sion’s funds by $500.00. A follow-up request was forwarded in April 
1972. Return correspondence relative to this request advised us that 
the Spaulding-Potter Charitable Trusts had just cancelled this pro- 
gram. Its reasoning was justified by the activation of a Ford Foun- 
dation program. We have applied to the Ford Foundation for an 
initial grant of $750.00 and are awaiting confirmation. The 1972 
$1,000.00 appropriation is the beginning of a savings account, op- 
ened at the Monadnock National Bank. 

A letter of appreciation was forwarded to Mrs. Thersa Coyne 
thanking her for the donation of property which will be subsequent- 
ly known as the “Francis J. Coyne Wildlife Sanctuary.” A sign 
identifying this area is being prepared and as soon as actual boun- 
daries are known, this area. will be posted relative to sport hunting 
or other activities that could be deemed harmful to wildlife or the 
property. 

A copy of “Ranger Rick,” as published by the National Wildlife 
Federation, is being maintained in the Mason library. As reported 
by the librarian, this monthly issue is well used by the youngsters 
in the Mason school. 

One teenager was sent to the State Conservation Camp in June. 
If interest prevails, we hope to send two this year. 

The cleaning and digging of “fire-holes” was hindered by the lack 
of equipment and manpower in 1972. Therefore, this program has 
been extended into 1973. 

The Mascenic school has agreed to perform additional water tests 
for the town. This is not only an aid to the town to keep its waters 
clean but supplements the education of youth who are interested 
in ecology. 

Letters have been written to the co-owners of property in Mason 
where five trees known as Cedars of Lebanon were found. These 
letters requested conservation easement restrictions on the area. Re- 
plies to this request are hopefully forthcoming. 

Additional land was acquired by the commission. Amount and 
exact location is unknown at this time. The lost was at one time 
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identified as the Scripture Lot. “Clean-up” day for the town was 
again sponsored by the commission in May, 1972. Volunteers for 
this project appear to be getting fewer and younger. More teen- 
agers and adults are necessary to make this project worthwhile for 
the town.

REPORT OF THE MASON YOUTH CORPS 


1972 Nine Week Summer Program 
1972 - 1973 In-School Program 


Ten boys and three girls participated in the “Summer Program.” 
Three boys and two girls are participating in the “In-School Pro- 
gram.” Educational subjects covered were forestry, roadside beau- 
tification, landscaping, playground improvement and safety, paint- 
ing, library practices, installation of wood paneling and training 
for journeyman electrician. 

The youths worked at the Mason School playground, the library, 
the Town Hall grounds, the pine grove at the town parking lot, 
the commons, the fire station and grounds, the cemeteries, the con- 
servation lots, and the historic sites. The library summer program 
was not as fruitful as expected. 

For the third year, the Corps accepted the challenge of a major 
paint job — the interior of the fire station. An excellent professional 
paint job was achieved. The boys installed a service drop for hol1- 
day lights at the town common and wish to thank Public Service 
Co. for their cooperation and Mr. B. Hall of the Public Service Co. 
for his guidance of the project. 

The Mason Youth Corps wishes to thank the Fire Department 
liaison officer, counselors, and the townspeople who have coope- 
rated to make this program a success. 

The Mason Youth Corps expects to operate 48 to 50 weeks per 
year. They worked a total of 4,100 Sas: The supervisor 
worked 1 045 manhours gratis.

The Souhegan Valley Ambulance District Service has been in 
operation since September 1, 1972. During the period of September 
lst to December 31, 1972, the ambulance service has answered (39) 
calls: Greenville (22) calls; Mason (3) calls; New Ipswich (13) 
calls; Temple (1) call. 

The ambulance attendants are all volunteers and render this 
service at no charge. The small fee to the recipients of the service 
is to cover operational expenses. 

In March of 1972, the (4) towns were asked to appropriate a 
sum of $2.00 per capita for the support of the ambulance service. 
Of the (4) towns, all but one (1) have paid the total amounts ap- 
propriated. New Ipswich remains a delinquent account, having 
paid only 27% of their appropriated amount. 

This year the towns will be asked to appropriate a sum of $1.00 
per capita. The (4) towns are indeed fortunate to have this service 
available to them. 

The Board of Directors is comprised of representatives from each 
town: Greenville, Allan LaFreniere; Mason, Fred Gilson and Ro- 
bert Marshall, Chairman; New Ipswich, Bernadette Baril, Secre- 
tary; Temple, Clarence Daniels, Treasurer.

Plans are being made for a Red Cross Advanced First Aid Course 
to be offered in the Spring.

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MASCENIC REGIONAL SCHOOL DISTRICT 
REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


Carl E. Bowers 


Another year has all too rapidly come to a close and it 
is time to report on some of the year’s activities. 

Schools opened this Fall with many new staff members, 
especially at the Mascenic Regional School. The four ele- 
mentary schools had few changes in staff. Regardless of 
teacher turnover, progress is being made in the various areas 
of the curriculum. It will take a few years with a staff that 
remains constant to implement a curriculum to meet the 
needs of the students. 

We should continue our efforts in meeting the Minimum 
Standards for Elementary Schools. This coming year Art 
and Music will be provided on a part-time basis by sharing 
the present Art and Music Staff. 

The many changes that have taken place this year are 
credited to the leadership of Mr. Thomas Mohan with his 
years of administrative experience. In order to continue 
with this changeover, it will be necessary another year to 
provide him with some part-time assistance. 

I am somewhat hesitant in being repetitive, however, 
serious thought should be given to this maintenance situa- 
tion. We have attempted to implement a Preventive Main- 
tenance Program to cover a period of three to five years. 
Some of these improvements have been in the areas of 
boiler and furnace repairs, electrical wiring where neces- 
sary, a maintenance program on the heating and ventilating 
(Mascenic Regional), exterior painting, replacement of walks 
and steps, hot topping of driveways and play areas, fence 
repair (New Ipswich Central), interior painting, and some 
roof repairs. 

In the proposed budget we have allowed for Phase Two 
of the Preventive Maintenance Program, which includes 
mostly exterior work, with some interior if funds permit. 

In the Supervisory Union Office we are attempting to 
bring about some standard of uniformity in the bookkeeping 
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procedures and accounting within the districts. At the 
present time we are one of three Supervisory Offices in the 
State that does not have a full-time bookkeeper in the office. 
An inventory and control system for supplies and equip- 
ment is being initiated along with a revision in budgeting 
procedures. A new directory for Supervisory Union No. 63 
was published this year. 

Every effort was made to operate a good school pro- 
gram within the dollars allocated to the District for support 
of schools. We were able to complete this year with an 
unexpended balance; this was in keeping with a statement 
made earlier that we would not have any deficit spending. 

Many fine things that take place and the people who 
make it possible are sometimes overlooked in a report of 
this type; so as I conclude my third report I wish to thank 
the Mascenic School Board, Staff, Town Officials, State De- 
partment of Education, Parents, Friends, and other citizens 
who have assisted in some way to provide the best educa- 
tion possible for our girls and boys. 
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
